George Meyers gave his report in the morning session as follows: 

That the Southern Negro Commission of the Communist Party 

had met Friday, 4/23/65, and had adopted the following proposals 

for southern work: 

1-That a committee be formed in each Eastern, Mid-West, and Western 
District of the Party, whose job would be to study, mteg rate , 
and implement work in the south around Civil Rights crusades, labor 

union drives. 



2-That these committees be responsible towards forming

CO T-l advised on May 3, 1965, that during 
the latter part of April ^ 1965, a discussion .was held 
between two Communist Party members who air® active in the 
affairs of the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP) , concerning the forthcoming 
National Convention of the NAACP scheduled to be held in 
Denver, Colorado, in June, 1965. During this discussion 
it stated a decision must be arrived upon concerning 
certain issues to be brought forth at the NAACP

1) The question of vote — During the 
discussion, it was reiterated that the decision set down 
by leading Communist Party (CP) forces must be followed, 
namely, that' there must be increased voter registration in 
the South and the Party must strive to improve the quality of 
representation in the North. It was stated that the 
National Office of the NAACP now appears to be ready to 
assert additional influence in the political action field? 
therefore, the Party forces at the Convention should 
explore the possibility of trying to commit the convention 
to a much broader policy for actively participating in

2) ^Foreign affairs -- a discussion was held 
on the current Viet Nam and African crises; however, it was' 
decided that this problem must foe set aside until it is

It was felt that known Party forces at the Convention 
could not present such resolutions. 

3) Domestic — A discussion was held then 
concerning the establishment of multiple branches of the 
NAACP throughout the United States. It was stated that 
this plan was tried in Texas and California and has been 
apparently successful. Also, it was learned that the 
Chicago NAACP is against this plan and hopes to present a 
resolution to reject this plan. If such a plan is passed, 
the Chicago Branch would be broken down into five or six 
smaller branches. During this discussion, it was felt 
that should the multiple branch plan be accepted, it 
would bring about greater membership participation and in 
this way it was also felt that Party forces could function 
more effectively in multiple branches. It was therefore 
decided that all efforts should be made to back any 
resolution in favor of the multiple branch policy.

Levison mentioned that the "New York 
Herald Tribune", a daily New York City newspaper, is 
writing articles on the financial support of civil 
rights groups. He noted that Ralph Abernathy, Treasurer 
of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (CCLC) 
has been contacted on this . Levison is concerned that 
Abernathy will "shoot off his mouth". He said this is 
a delicate matter, how much support from whites and how 
much from Negroes, and Abernathy may mention big name 
contributors which people resent. He said this should be 
indicated to him.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on May 6, 1965* that on that 
date, Car ey McWilliams . E ditor of "The Nation" magazine.* 
contacted ! I con cerning a "wild idea" which he 

wanted to try out on l I McWilliams said that if it is 

assumed that one out of five or seven members of the Communist 
Party (CP) are Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) informants, 
then a parallel assumption could be made that one out of ten, 
fifteen or twenty, is a Klansman. McWilliams added that this 
brings up the issue that Federal funds are being used to pay 
persons "who buy hoods" as well as to pay their dues, persons 
who are unquestionably "agents provocateurs" in a particular 
group and who will "go along with an assassination party". 

I I commented that this is the unwritten story 
in the Liuzzo case, (Mrs. Viola Liuzzo who was murdered on 
March 25, 1965 * in Lowndes County, Alabama) that it is 
incredible how a man who was an FBI person got involved in a 
set of circumstances where he could have taken part in a 
series of events resulting in a murder.

SNCC people recalled certain persons who did start trouble 
and began a conflict between state authorities and civil 
rights workers that was out of proportion to the circums nances 
He added that he and King have discussed this and feel it 
creates a big danger for the civil rights movement.

Levison inquired if I had confirmed their 

date w ith King for Monday or Tuesday (May 10 or 11) and 

I I said he would try.

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications , " revised and published as of December 1 , 
1961 j prepared and released by the Committee on Un-

"Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 

"l. ’The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
is an organization with headquarters in 
New York, whose avowed purpose is to 
abolish the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and discredit the FBI. * * * 

The committee finds that the Emergen'cy 
Civil Liberties Committee, established 
in 1951 ) although representing itself 
; • as a non-Communist group, actually 

operates as a front for the Communist 
Party. It has repeatedly assisted, by 
means. of funds and legal aid. Communists 
’ involved in Smith Act violations and 
similar legal proceedings. One of its 
■, chief activities has been and still is 
' the dissemination of voluminous Communist 
’'propaganda material.’ 

’FRANK WILKINSON was called as a witness 
when he appeared in Atlanta as a represent- 
ative of the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee to propagandize against the 
Committee on Un-American Activities and 
to protest its hearings. In 1956 WILKINSON 
was identified as a Communist Party member 
by’ a former FBI undercover agent within the 
party. Summoned at that time to answer 
the allegation, his reply to all questions 
was, "I am answering no questions of this 
committee."^ This also became his stock 
reply to questions when he appeared during 
the Atlanta hearings. * * * WILKINSON has 
since been convicted of contempt of Congress 
and sentenced, to one year in jail.* 
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‘Disputing the non- Communist claim j 
of the organization, the committee finds 
that a number of other individuals 
connected with the ECLC also have been 
identified under oath as Communists * '

Negro Commission met in New York City. A number of proposals— 

were adopted by this body and their adoption was further 

confirmed by action of the Party's National Committee on ~ 

4/24/65. These proposals are enumerated in the Bureau's 
"Current Intelligence Analysis" dated 5/5/65* Two additional 
matters were also stressed during the Party's deliberations ; 

(1) a Party functionary stated that "we" should have Party 
contacts with such organizations as the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Inc.; Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference; Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee; and 
other groups which supply medical and legal a5d in the South; 

(2) the functionary also stated that "we" should operate in 
a more organized way by meeting with those who are going to 
the South for temporary work and having them report back to 
the Party about their experiences. 

Because of the ever-increasing importance of the 
civil rights movement generally, and the Party's designs to 
infiltrate and otherwise influence the movement, it is 
imperative that our investigative efforts, field-wide, be 
aimed at developing factual data as to the Party's actual 
implementation of its plans. All offices should, therefore, 
direct appropriate investigation through informants, sources 
and by other means to develop the information desired. 

Positive information obtained should be included in letter- 
head memoranda suitable for dissemination. The Bureau and 
appropriate offices should be promptly advised of pertinent 
developments. Where information is developed concerning the 
general matter of CIRM and specifically concerning a group 
under Cominfil investigation, utilize dual captions.

A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963, 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), including 
National Functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the 
purpose of setting in motion forces for the establishment of 
a new national Marxist oriented youth organization which would 
hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The 
delegates to this meeting were cautioned against the germ of 
anti-Soviet and anti-CP ideologies. These delegates were also , 
told that it would toe reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself. 

A second conference of over 20 persons met in Chicago 
on December 28-29, 1963, for the purpose of initiating 
a n call 5 ’ to the new youth organization and planning for a . 
founding convention to toe held in June, 1964. 

A second source has advised that the founding con- 
vention for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 
1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at 
which time the name W.E.B. DU BOIS CLUBS OF AMERICA was adopted 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. The aims of this organization, as . 
set forth in the preamble to the constitution, are, "It is our' 
belief that this nation can best solve its problems in an 
atmosphere of peaceful co— existence, complete disarmament and 
true freedom for all peoples of the world, and that these solu- 
tions will be reached mainly through the united efforts of all 
democratic elements in our country, composed essentially of . 
the working people allied in the unity of Negroes and other 
minorities with whites. We further fully recognize that the 
greatest threat to American democracy comes from the racist 
and right wing forces in coalition with the most reactionary 
sections of the economic power structure, using the tool of anti- 
communism to divide and destroy the unified struggle of the 
working people. As young people in the forces struggling for 
democracy, we shall actively strive to defeat these reactionary 
and neo-fascist elements and tp achieve complete freedom and 
democracy for all Americans, thus enabling each individual to

Most of the individuals listed are doctors and nurses . 

With reference to the MCHR, a circular on 
the stationery of the MCHR dated March 22 , 1965, contained 
the following information concerning the MCHR:

I b tated that originally he set the date of 6/10/65, for 

this violence, but he st ated that he has been forced to revise 
this estimate. I I stated that ROY WILKINS is determined 

to win a victory in Indiamala where, according to I I is 

the only place that he has a grass roots movement. I 1 

pointed out that WILKINS has never been an activist in the civil 
rights m ovement and is, therefore, operating at a disadvantage. 

[ stated that this will evolve into three cornered struggle 

with the Soviet ConsBunlsts, the Peking Communists, and those 
whom he described as liberal . Ms rxlatp Leninists trying to gain 

advantage of the situation. I said that he has been 

forced to withdraw the date of b/10/65, in view of the fact 
that all of the forces in this area have been in the process 
of re-ev aluation of the entire situation in the light of current 
events.

He seemed very much 
disturbed that MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. , might move into the 
New York area. 

During the course of the Interview, I I Implied 

that he had information relating to the moral background of 
MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., but he would not reveal this information. 

l l stated that he had an Intense interest In 

these matters. He said that he has studied Ccemunism for a 
period of over 30 years and feels that the only way that 
democratic freedom can be advanced is by standing out Communism. 

He said this is his only Interest and that he has no ulterior 
motives. 

As regards 1 allegation that 

is an agent of the Peking Government, the New York Office has no 
informati on to sub stantiat e such an all egation. As the Bureau 
is aware. I I had been I I agent some years ago and 

is still bitter over the less of this client. He failed to furnish 
specific facts to substantiate any allegation and based his 
knowledge of affairs on his years of experience and study.
